W a shouts In the r ill 
roads are num erous and indications 
are that the storm cov ered a swath 
from Cassv ille to Lynxv ille, forty fiv * 
miles wide, and w orked from t he west 
to the eiist.

Made by the Suffragettes of England 
in London. 


London, J un e 22.— Fav ored b y b e a u­ 
tiful w e a t he r and again displaying a 
totally unexpected genius tor organ iza­ 
tion, the suffragettes* d em on stra tion 
In Hyde park was an unparalleled sue 
cess. 
It Is hardly too m uch to say 
that nev er b efore was such a political 
d em on stration seen in London. 
Fully 500,000 people as sem b led in 
and around H yde park as activ e or 
passiv e participan ts in the great m e e t ­ 
ing, while for tw o or thr e e hours In j 
t he middle of the day th*» whole cen 
t e r of the city was in a ferm ent. 
Va 
rious processions appe ared, eu< h 
a bo i 
a 
mile 
In 
length, 
and 
the 
route- 
through 
which 
the se 
passed 
w ere 
densely crowded with spectators. 
T he 
suffragettes 
from 
“ the 
prov 
in c es ” w ere met at the v arious rail 
road stations b y delegations from the 
London organiz ation and the se form 
ing into line m a rched from different 
points of the com pa ss to H yde park. 
After arriv ing the re the leaders and 
spe a k e rs for the v arious sections had 
literally to fight their way to th« plat-

forms. 
Prob ab ly the re w ere ab out tw e n t y 
spe a k e rs in all and the s e harran gue d 
the m a sses on the rights of wom en to 
v ote and the necessity of force in par­ 
liament to adopt n resolution on the i 
question.

gettes w ore white dresses, with 
sa s h e s 
of their colors, green, w hite and pur 
pie, inscrib ed “ Vote for W om e n ,” and 
the scene as v iewed from the plat 
form s w as quite a feast of color. T he r e 
was m uch good-humored chaffing and 
the singing of songs in the v icinity of 
the platform and on this account the 
spe ec hes 
practically 
w ere inaudib le. 
T he a t titud e of the onlookers was 
one of a m us ed tolerance. 
A m b ulances 
w ere kept b usy dealing with cases of 
fainting and minor injuries, owing to 
t he great pressure of the crowds, b ut 
no serious accidents occurred.

H ow Som e Pretty and M arvelous 
fects M ay Be Produced. 
There are degrees of skill in all pas 
times, but one would hardly think that 
there were specialists In the art of 
blowing soap bubbles. 
Ad article in 
the Windsor Magazine by Meredith Nu­ 
gent, however, shows that some very 
pretty and marvelous effects may be 
obtained by the exercise of care and 
patience with soap and water. 
The first step is to make a solution 
by rubbing pure white castile soap into 
a bowl partly filled with water until a 
lather has been formed. Then remove 
every particle of lather, dip a clay pipe 
into the cleared solution and start to 
blow a bubble. 
If you can blow one six inches in di­ 
ameter so that It will bang suspended 
from the pipe and will allow your fore­ 
finger covered with the solution to be 
pushed through into the bubble with­ 
out breaking, then the mixture is ready 
for use. 
Six bubbles may be blown, one Inside 
the other. This is performed by dip­ 
ping the end of a straw In the soapy 
water and after resting the wet end 
upon an Inverted plate or sheet of 
glass, which should have been previ­ 
ously wet with the solution, blow a 
bubble six inches in diameter. 
Then dip the straw into the solution 
again, carefully thrust it through Into 
the center of this first bubble and blow 
another. Continue in this manner until 
all the bubbles are In position. Great 
care must be taken that the straw is 
thoroughly wet with solution for fully 


j half its length before each bubble is 
blown. 
With practice ten or twelve 
bubbles may be placed inside of one 
another.

latest Find on rn Pacific Island Bur* 
passee Any Yet Discovered. 
Nothing in recent years has contrib­ 
uted so much to increase the economic 
Importance to the ocean world as the 
discovery here and there of great beds 
of phosphates. 
These series of new 
finds among the islands began about 
twelve years ago, when a British sur­ 
vey vessel, dredging in the Indian 
ocean, brought from the depths a piece 
of phosphate that was traced to the 
neighboring Christmas Island, an unin­ 
habited rock where some hundreds of 
men now find employment in the phos­ 
phate works. 
Then came even more noteworthy 
surprises. 
Large beds of phosphate 
were found on 
Ocean Island, over 
which no country had taken the trou­ 
ble to raise its flag; on the German 
island of Nauru, west of the Gilberts, 
and on Malden island, a British rock 
far south of the island of Hawaii. 
All these little islands had been un­ 
considered trifles In the ocean world, 
but now there is always a ship or two 
off their shores and the bustle of a 
mining camp on their small surfaces. 
The latest find surpasses everything 
yet discovered, says the New York 
Sun. 
Makatea, only four and a half 
miles long and one and a half miles 
wide, Is Just now the most talked of 
bit of land In the eastern Pacific. 
It 
stands In the Paumotu group, about 
120 miles northwest of Tahiti. 
The 
engineers who have been studying its 
phosphate beds estimate that It con­ 
tains at least 30.000,000 • tons of the 
richest of phosphates, 
the 
analyses 
revealing from 05 to 85 and even 90 
per cent of pure phosphate. The island 
rises to 230 feet above the sea, has no 
lagoon, and the work of prospecting 
for more beds Is not yet completed. 
Preparations are now being made at 
an expense of $500,000 to extract the 
deposits at the rate of 800,000 tons a 
year. 
Phosphates have also been found on 
Niau and some other atolls of this 
archipelago. Such discoveries of great 
natural wealth In the Pacific are cer­ 
tain to stimulate more thorough ef­ 
forts to ascertain the extent of the 
natural wealth which the myriad is­ 
lands have to offer the world.

Ingenious French Device For Double 
Locking a Letter. 
A new envelope made in Paris is 
proof against the thief or the meddler 
who opens a letter to extract or to read 
Its contents and then reseals it so clev­ 
erly as to hide any sign of its having j 


j been tampered with. 
The new envelope Is really two en­ 
velopes. Each Is of thin paper, one a 
pronounced blue, the other lighter in 
I color and different In texture. 
Each 
I has a gummed flap. 
The letter is first placed In the blue 
envelope, which Is slightly smaller than 
i the other. Instead of sealing this It is 
placed In the outer envelope and the 
i Inner flap brought outside and gummed 
down on to the larger envelope. 
The outer flap is still unsealed. It is 
much larger than the Inner flap and 
reaches down to a good sized star 
shaped opening which shows through 
to the inner envelope, so that when the 
outer flap is sealed it sticks not only to 
the outer envelope, but also through 
this opening to the inner one. The let­ 
ter is thus practically locked and dou­ 
ble locked.
